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New Wilmington Health Center opens

WILMINGTON 
HealthPlus Urgent Care, 
a new division of North 
Andover-based Health- 
Plus Group, has just op- 
ened a new urgent care 
center in Wilmington. A 
ribbon cutting ceremony 
last week was attended by 
the Wilmington-Tewks- 
bury Chamber of Com- 
merce director and presi- 


dent, Wilmington town 
leaders and members of 
the state delegation along 
with HealthPlus princi- 
pals and staff. 

The center is the brain- 
child of a team of season- 
ed medical doctors who 
have been affiliated with 
area hospitals such as 
Melrose-Wakefield and 
Heywood Hospital for 
years. 

Led by Nigerian born 
Dr. Akindele Majekodun- 
mi and co-founder Faisal 


Wilmington School 
Comm. considers 
a parent-guardian 


advisory group

WILMINGTON The 
Wilmington School Com- 
mittee invited a few par- 
ents who had reached out 
previously to present their 
idea for a parent-guardian 
advisory group at the meet- 
ing last Wednesday night. 

In this presentation, the 
parents explained that their 
group’s intent is to create a 
district-wide parent and 
guardian group to help 
form a partnership between 
parents, teachers, and ad- 
ministrators, increase the 
visibility of district-level ini- 
tiatives, and create an op- 
portunity for shared learn- 
ing between parents and 
guardians. 
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Some of the areas that 
the proposed group could 
focus on that they named 
were curriculum changes, 
school scheduling changes, 
community engagement, 
facilities planning, extra- 
curricular activities, and 
strategic planning. They 
said that their next action 
would be to start a working 
group in order to define the 
structure, scope, roles, and 
procedures of the proposed 
parental advisory group 
before they would seek 
School Committee support. 

School Committee mem- 
ber M. J. Byrnes was con- 
cerned the suggested work 
is currently covered by 
groups that already exist 
for parents. Instead, she 
thought that they could 
work with existing Parent 
Advisory Councils and fo- 
cus on enhancing parent 
engagement. 

The presenters main- 
tained that they had al- 
ready contacted several 
PACs in hopes of collabo- 
rating but saw the group 
as doing complementary 
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Malik; MD, originally from 
Pakistan, the group al- 
ready runs a rapidly ex- 
panding patient-centered 
care service embedded in 
hospitals and behavioral 
health systems in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Additionally, the team 
has an established and 
growing group of health 
care providers that work 
in post-acute care group 
settings (skilled nursing 
facilities and assisted liv- 
ing facilities) all through- 


out New England. Demand 
is high for medical serv- 
ices that are facility-based, 
especially since the onset 
of COVID-19. 

The HealthPlus Urgent 
Care at Wilmington is the 
group’s first urgent care 
center. 

According to spokesper- 
son Jennifer Arena, “Wil- 
mington made sense as it 
is really in our backyard; 
our corporate offices are 
just up the road in North 
Andover.” 


Arena went on to Say, 
“We are excited to launch 
this business line into the 
evolving urgent care mar- 
ketplace which sees con- 
venient, affordable, health 
care beyond the typical 
hours of a physician of- 
fice, and as an alternative 
to the emergency room.” 

The group looks forward 
to being one of the town’s 
first choices for indivi- 
dualized, personalized ur- 
gent care, but is also open 
to residents of surround- 
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ing towns. According to 
Arena, COVID-19 has high- 
lighted the need for tele- 
health services, local care, 
and the need to service 
those who are not com- 
fortable going in to large 
hospitals or emergency 
rooms for healthcare ser- 
vices. 

The center is open from 
8 a.m. - 8 p.m., seven days 
a week.-One of the differ-

WILMINGTON At 
their meeting last Wed- 
nesday night, the Wilming- 
ton School Committee re- 
ceived an update from the 
Fine and Performing Arts 
department, the superin- 
tendent’s report, and the 
revised school calendar 
for 2021-2022. 

Anita DiLullo delivered 
the Fine and Performing 
Arts update to the com- 
mittee. She named a 
number of remote learn- 
ing tools that they found 


to keep students on track, 
including things like a 
collection of teaching vi- 
deos, a peer remote ob- 
servation tool, and MICCA 
workshops for teachers. 
She was happy to report 
that the department has 
maintained all of their 
course offerings despite 
going remote and then 
hybrid. 

In addition to sending 
home music bags with 
elementary kids, the Fine 
and Performing Arts 
teachers have gotten cre- 
ative with virtual events 
like Instrumental Music 


Night, having class out- 
doors, and creating larg- 
er room spaces for social 
distancing. Now _ that 
DESE_ guidelines have 
been updated, DiLullo 
shared that they’re hop- 
ing to hold the spring 
play, high school march- 
ing band half time. shows 
at the two home football 
games, and spring con- 
certs and ensembles. 

The board thanked 
DiLullo for her presenta- 
tion. 

For the Superintendent’s 
Report, Superintendent 
Dr. Glenn Brand discus- 


sed the WMS program re- 
view steering committee, 
the YRBS, the MSBA, and 
the executive assistant to 
the superintendent. He 
mentioned that the steer- 
ing committee had split 
into three groups focusing 
on a review of program 
offerings, school prac- 
tices, and organization re- 
spectively. 

David Ragsdale asked 
the superintendent how 
the committees would 
start to answer the ques- 
tions proposed. Brand 
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School Committee hears survey results 
about returning to full in-person learning

WILMINGTON — New 
business at the School 
Committee meeting last 
Wednesday night per- 
tained to a proposal for 
social-emotional learning 
support and the return to 
full in-person for this 
spring. 

Coordinator of Behav- 
ioral Health and Social- 
Emotional Support Chris- 
tine Murray and Direc- 
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tor of Student Support 
Services Alice Brown- 
LeGrand presented sev- 
eral new ideas for social- 
emotional learning in 
Wilmington that would 
start as early as next 
year. 

Superintendent Dr. Glenn 
Brand first shared that 
their task for tonight was 
only to gather support, 
and in the coming weeks 
they’d start taking advan- 
tage of grant funding to 
make way for these chan- 
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ges. 

Brown-LeGrand men- 
tioned some recent ad- 
justments over the past 
few years including chan- 
ging the Office of Special 
Education to the Office 
of Student Support, the 
creation of the behav- 
ioral health task force, 
working with MacLean 
Hospital’s anxiety mas- 
tering programming, join- 
ing the Massachusetts 
General Health Consor- 
tium, and creating screen- 


ing tools for students. 

There was also the re- 
cent Walker Report which 
identified the need to make 
student support equal 
across town. 

Murray talked about the 
increase of support that 
started in the fall of 2020 
and led to the depart- 
ment adding more posi- 
tions and creating a fam- 
ily resource guide. They 
also provided staff with a

Services in Lieu of Rent 


If you receive property or services, instead of money, 
as rent, include the fair market value of the property or 
services in your rental income. 

If the services are provided at an agreed upon or 
specified price, that price is the fair market value unless 
there is evidence to the contrary. 

Example: Your tenant is a painter. He offers to paint 
your rental property instead of paying 2 months’ rent. 
You accept his offer. Include in your rental income the 
amount the tenant would have paid for 2 months’ rent. 
You can include that same amount as a rental expense 


for painting your property. 


Personal Use of Vacation Home or Dwelling Unit 

If you have any personal use of a vacation home or 
other dwelling unit that you rent out, you must divide 
your expenses between rental use and personal use. See 
Figuring Days of Personal Use and How To Divide 
Expenses in Publication 527. If your expenses for rental 
use are more than your rental income, you may not be 
able to deduct the entire rental

Ragsdale hopes experience as current member of 
School Committee will return him to school seat

WILMINGTON — Da- 
vid Ragslade is one of 
the three candidates, and 
one of the two incumbent 


candidates, seeking re-’ 


election to the Wilming- 
ton School Committee in 
the upcoming annual town 
election. 

According to his Face- 
book campaign page, 
Ragsdale describes him- 
self as “an education spe- 
cialist at DESE, husband, 
and dad of three kids in 
the Wilmington Public 
Schools seeking reelec- 
tion to the Wilmington 
School Committee.” 

His campaign page, ti- 
tled “David Ragsdale for 
Wilmington School Com- 
mittee” can be found on 
Facebook and is detailed 
with articles, letters of 
endorsement, and elec- 
tion updates. He also can 
be found on Twitter, where 
he will talk about books, 
podcasts, news and Star 
Wars. Ragsdale took some 
time to reflect on this 
upcoming election and 
share his campaign ideals 
with Town Crier. 

Ragsdale explained how 
his inspiration to run 
stemmed from his up- 
bringing. 

“Education runs in my 
family. My mom taught 
8rd grade and later work- 
ed for 30 years in a public 
high school as a learning 
consultant and special 
education team leader. 
My brother is a fifth 
grade teacher, and I 
taught classes and tutored 
for many years. So educa- 
tion has always been im- 
portant to me, and espe- 
cially now that I have 
three kids in Wilmington 
schools. 

“I began working at the 
Department of Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Edu- 
cation (DESE) in 2011 and 
after I had been there for 
several years, I realized I 
wanted to know more 
about how my own dis- 
trict operated and I start- 
ed attending School Com- 
mittee meetings. 

“Over the next two years 
of going to meetings I re- 
alized that I wanted to do 
the work, not just watch 
the work being done. I 
wanted to contribute to 
the Wilmington school sys- 
tem and I thought I was in 
a good position to do so. I 
still feel the same way, 
which is why I’m running 
for reelection.” 

In terms of previous po- 
litical experience, Rags- 
dale has a nuanced take 


on the perception of be- 
ing on the School Com- 
mittee as a political spot. 

“My only political expe- 
rience has been running 
for School Committee. 
Before the 2018 election I 
had never run for any- 
thing. One thing I am 
grateful for is that the 
School Committee is ve- 
ry nonpolitical. Obvious- 
ly, the election itself is po- 
litical, but we’re a group 
that is focused on the work 
and on the kids. Politics 
is very far from our minds.” 

Ragsdale’s goals for a 
possible next term are as 
outlined: 

“T think there will be 
two main things to focus 
on — one short term and 
one longer term. The first 
will be evaluating where 
our kids are, academical- 
ly and emotionally, and 
putting plans in place to 
address what we find. 
The difficulties of this 
year have taken a toll on 
our students, both in their 
learning and their emo- 
tional well-being and we 
need to meet them where 
they are. 

“We have to adjust our 
pacing and instruction 
and curriculum around 
their needs and figure out 
what interventions are 
most helpful, particularly 
for vulnerable students. 

“The second, longer term 
focus is to return to advan- 
cing the priorities of our 
strategic plan. A lot of time 
was spent developing the 
strategic plan to guide our 
path forward, but we had 
to put many of those initia- 
tives on hiatus this year. 
It’s important that we be- 
gin advancing that work 
again. 

More goals he has in 
mind are as follows: 

“One of the key objec- 
tives of our strategic plan 
is to improve our facili- 
ties and I am very hope- 
ful that we will be invited 
into the MSBA program 
this year so that we can 
start to move forward in 
earnest with replacing 
the Wildwood school. And 
although it will be years 
away, I hope that we can 
eventually consolidate our 
elementary schools into 
four buildings rather than 
six. As the saying goes, 
the best time to have be- 
gun these projects is years 
ago, but the second best 
time to begin them is now.” 

Ragsdale also talks about 
his experience as a School 
Committee member in 
the age of COVID-19. 

“Unsurprisingly, the last 
12 months have been im- 
mensely challenging. A 
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school district is a com- 
plex enterprise even dur- 
ing normal times. When 
the sand is constantly 
shifting beneath your 
feet, when the state pro- 
vides 225 pages of COVID 
protocols but doesn’t pro- 
vide much help in imple- 
menting them, when me- 
morandums of agreement 
have to be negotiated mul- 
tiple times as state regu- 
lations change and lJearn- 
ing models shift — it’s 
hard to keep your head 
above water, much less 
make progress on impor- 
tant district initiatives. 

“Looking a little more 
broadly than just this 
past year, I would say it’s 
hard to accept that you 
can’t do everything, you 
can’t accomplish every- 
thing. First, you’re one 
person on a seven-person 
committee, and second, 
things take time, espe- 
cially at the governance 
and policy level where the 
School Committee works. 

Ragsdale elaborates as 
well on the most reward- 
ing part of being on School 
Committee: . 

“The best part is getting 
to be involved in some- 
thing that matters a lot to 
me and being able to chan- 
nel my energy towards — 
something valuable to this 
community. The School 
Committee is a lot of work, 
but I find it meaningful 
and important, and it truly 
engages me. I also enjoy 
working with the other 
committee members and 
with a truly dedicated staff 
of administrators and tea- 
chers.” 

Ragsdale also delved 
into what unique skills he 
possesses that serves the 
‘committee well. 

“I think my legal and 
education background is 
unique on the committee. 
For 16 years I taught 
classes, tutored students, 
trained teachers, and 
wrote course content for 
The Princeton Review. 
For the last 10 years, I’ve 
worked at the Depart- 
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ment of Elementary and 
Secondary Education, de- 
veloping expertise in edu- 
cation policy. I also have 
a law degree from Boston 
University which comes 
in handy — there are a lot 
of education laws that af- 
fect our work. 

“As far as my skills go, I 
don’t know that I would 
say any of them are 
unique, but I think I am 
good at explaining things 
clearly and succinctly, 
and also good at thinking 
about the perspective of 
parents in the district and 
asking questions that they 
would want answered.” 

Ragsdale shows deter- 
mination to return fo nor- 
mal as safely as possible. 

“In the very near fu- 
ture, I hope that our re- 
turn to full in-person 
learning goes smoothly. 
It’s a lot of work for our 
teachers and administra- 
tors but it’s so important 
to get our kids back into 
school full time. I hope 
that all our educators 
can quickly get vaccinat- 
ed. And I hope that our 
high. school seniors can 
have some of the end-of- 
senior-year experiences 
that they deserve.” 

In terms of the current 
school year, Ragsdale has 
optimism. 

“I would say that we’re 
in a good position to fin- 
ish the year strongly, 
with kids back in school 
full time. And as vaccina- 
tion continues to acceler- 
ate and the pandemic re- 
cedes, there is every rea- 
son to believe that the 
’21-’22 school year will be 
a full year of in-person 
school with extracurricu- 
lar activities, clubs, sports, 
and other features of a 
regular school year avail- 
able to our students.” 

Finally, his message to 
the general voting popu- 
lation is: 

“If the voters of Wil- 
mington reelect me, I will 
continue to work hard to 
move our schools in the 
right direction, and will 
continue to make the suc- 
cess and well-being of 
our students the highest 
priority.” 

A reminder that the 
Wilmington town election 
will take place at various 
polling locations from 8 
a.m. - 8 p.m. on April 24, 
2021. Information on where 


-each precinct is voting 


can be found on the Town 
of Wilmington website. 
And the deadline to reg- 
ister to vote in order to 
be eligible to participate 
in this election is on 
April 5.

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Captain Kidd never 
went to Devil’s Den

One of the most fascinat- 
ing tales in Wilmington is 
that of Capt. Kidd and bur- 
ied treasure. Capt. Kidd 
was was sent by the Eng- 
lish in the 1690’s to stop 
piracy in the area off the 
east coast of Africa. 

The local legend is set at 
the Richard Harnden home 
site in North Wilmington. 
The house was on a hill 
overlooking Andover Road. 
Today, 67 High St. is the 
third house on the site. 
The area was radically 
changed by the construc- 
tion of Route 93. 

Half a mile to the north, 
in the area once known as 
the “Land of Nod” is a 
small cave known as De- 
vil’s Den. It is a natural 
cave which goes in only a 
few feet. 

The story was passed 
down that Capt. William 
Kidd was seen by children 
in the Harnden family, 
driving a heavily laden ox 
eart, headed north. With 
him was a black man, pre- 
sumably a slave. Later in 
the day, the legend goes, 
Capt. Kidd was seen head- 
ed south with the ox cart, 
now empty. And the black 
man was not with him. 

The road along which he 
would have travelled was 
then known as The Ando- 
ver Road, the only road 
north out of Boston. To- 
day, it is Woburn Street 
and part of High Street. 

Here, the legend makes 
a supposition, and that is 
that Capt. Kidd had hid- 
den a fortune in gold at 
Devil’s Den. After having 
the slave bury the treas- 
ure, Kidd then killed him, 
so that his spirit could 
move the treasure, should 
anyone appear ready to 
find it. 

If the story were true, 
and if the man seen was 
indeed Capt. Kidd, then it 
could only have occurred 
in early July of 1699. 

William Kidd, initially a 
respectable shipmaster 
from New York, achieved 
some fame in King Wil- 
liam’s War as the com- 
mander of a sloop which 
saw action in the West In- 
dies with the Royal (Bri- 
tish) Navy. He had been 
voted a purse by the New 
York Assembly, and at 
one time was engaged by 
the Colony of Massachu- 
setts to guard the coast 
against the threat of a 
French privateer. 

Capt. Kidd apparently 
was a freewheeling sort 
who knew his way among 
the pirates. He was a trad- 
er who engaged in some 
smuggling. 

But he was also a man 
with some influence. He 
had married well, lived in 
a nice home in New York 
and donated money for 
the construction of Trinity 
Church. He had some in- 
fluential friends, includ- 
ing the colonial governor. 

In 1695, King William II 


and several Whig mem- 
bers of the House of Lords 
asked Kidd to undertake a 
mission against pirates 
who had been attacking 
shipping off the east coast 
of Africa. With Britain en- 
gaged with the French, 
the Royal Navy was in no 
position to undertake such 
a mission. 

Kidd was reluctant to 
embark on such a mis- 
sion, but eventually was 
persuaded. He was com- 
missioned as a privateer 
and given authority to put 
down piracy in the Indian 
Océan and Red Sea area. 
He was also given a com- 
mission of reprisals, au- 
thority to seize. French 
vessels. He was given 
command of the Adven- 
ture Galley, which was 
specially built for the mis- 
sion. 

Funding for the ship was 
provided by private in- 
vestors, who would get a 
share of anything Kidd 
might seize. 

Things did not go well. 
Even before he was out of 
the Thames, Kidd had an 
encounter with the Royal 
Navy, which arrested part 
of his crew. He sailed to 
New York, and sought ad- 
ditional crew members. 
What he ended up with 
was a collection of sailors 
of similar caliber to the 
pirates he was hunting. 

Kidd was gone for three 
years. Initially, he sailed 
for Madagascar, but found 
no pirates there. His pres- 
ence and mission was ob- 
vious to sailors in the 
region, and he had diffi- 
culty procuring water and 
supplies in ports around 
the Indian Ocean. He lost 
a significant part of the 
crew to illness, and many 
of the remaining men 
turned against him. 

Over the next several 
months, the Adventure 
Galley attacked and cap- 
tured a few ships, none of 
them pirate vessels. He 
had no treasure to reward 
his investors or his crew. 

Kidd attacked a 500-ton 
ship, the Quedah Mer- 
chant. At first, he believed 
the ship was French, but 
it was not. It was not un- 
common for ships to dis- 
guise their nationality. 
The Quedah sent over a 
Frenchman who was sup- 
posedly the captain. He 
was not. 

Five days later, Kidd 
realized that the Quedah 
Merchant was captained 
by an Englishmen and 
owned by Armenians. 
This meant that Kidd had 
no authority for what he 
had done. He proposed let- 
ting the ship go, but his 
crew would have nothing 
of it. They wanted their 
share of the booty. 

His actions were not-un- 
noticed in London. Mer- 
chants approached Par- 
liament and had Kidd 
declared a pirate. Kidd’s 
supporters turned against 
him. 

Kidd eventually made 
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his way to the West Indies, 
where he secreted the 
Quedah and transferred 
the loot to a sloop, the St. 
Anthony. He then sailed 
for New York where he 
hired an attorney to ap- 
proach Lord Bellamont, in 
Boston. 

He then supposedly bur- 
ied a treasure worth 
20,000 pounds on Gardin- 
er’s Island, at the easterly 
end of Long Island, and 
set a cairn to mark the 
spot. He gave the owner of 
the island, Jonathan Gar- 
diner, some valuable silk 
fabric. He also stashed 
some valuables’ with 
friends. 

Hoping to use his influ- 
ence with Bellamont, he 
sent some jewelry to Bel- 
lamont’s wife. 

He landed in Boston on 
July 3, 1699. Then on July 
6, Bellamont had him ar- 
rested. Bellamont sent a 
messenger to Gardiner’s 
Island and the loot was 
supposedly recovered. 

Capt. Kidd was sent to 
London in February 1700. 
He was charged with pira- 
cy and the murder of one 
of his crew, William Moore. 
Then in May, 1701, was 
convicted and sentenced 
to hang. When Kidd was 
pushed off the gallows, 
though, the rope broke 
and he landed in the mud 
below, alive. He was car- 
ried back up and hanged 
again, this time success- 
fully. 

Kidd’s exploits prior to 
his arrest, though, gener- 
ated many stories of bur- 
ied treasure along or near 
the New England coast. 
There are other towns 
which have tales of Capt. 
Kidd’s treasure. 

Those three days in July 
1699 seem to the only op- 
portunity for Capt. Kidd 
to have taken an ox cart 
and driven to Devil’s Den. 
He would have to have 
used a fast ox. 

Who were the children 


living at the Harnden 


house in 1699? 

Benjamin Harnden, Ri- 
chard’s second son, was 
living in the Richard 
Harnden: house at that 
time. John, Richard’s old- 
est son, lived six hundred 
yards to the south. 

Benjamin’s oldest daugh- 
ter, Elizabeth, was born on 
Sept. 25, 1692, She would 
have been not quite seven. 
Hannah, born Oct. 16, 
1694, was almost five. 
Benjamin Jr. was born on 
Oct. 12, 1697. There were 
also twins Richard and 
Samuel, born June 16, 
1699. They would have 
been two weeks old at the 
time. 

John’s daughters Susan 
and Abigail were about 
the same age as Eliza- 
beth. Although their house 
was farther back from the 
road, they would probably 
have been outdoors on a 
summer day. If someone 
did go up the road in an ox 
cart, they possibly could 
have seen him. Or was it

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‘A Thousand Ships’ by Natalie Haynes

If you loved the Trojan 
War novels “Circe” and 
“Song of Achilles,” if you 
are a connoisseur of 
Greek myths — here's 
your next must-read. 

This historical novel, so 
wry and humorous with 
its modern take on the 
imagined lives of the 
ancients, gets under the 
skin of the epics of Ho- 
mer, Aeschylus, Euripi- 
des, and others, to finally 
allow the women to tell 
their own tales. 

There's scarcely one 
who lived through the 
Trojan War who is left 
out (Circe had her own 
novel) — the major fig- 


just one of the stories that 
developed at the time?

Every now and then, 
people would show up at 
Devil’s Den looking for 
that treasure. They come 
with maps, metal detec- 
tors and shovels.

A few years ago, a devel- 
oper built houses near 
Devil’s Den. The develop- 


ures of Clytemnestra, 
Penelope, Hecuba, Hel- 
en, Cassandra, and An- 
dromache, and the minor 
ones — Iphigeneia, the 
Amazon Penthesilea, 
Briseis and Chryseis, 
Laodamia, and Polyxena 
— are all given their 
voices back. 

And then there's the 
deities — the biggies 
Gaia, Athena, Aphrodite, 
Hera, and the Furies, 
and the minor goddess- 
es, nymphs and girl- 
friends of Zeus —Thetis, 
Themis, Oenone, Eris, 
and Homer's’ muse, 
Calliope, who gets pretty 
fed up with him. 

There's a remarkable 
passage where Mother 
Earth, Gaia, complains 


to Zeus that the earth is 
overpopulated, and they 
strategize together about 
the easiest way to bring 
about a reduction of 
humans —hello, Helen of 
Troy! 

And Penelope's unsent 
letters to her wandering 
husband Odysseus, indi- 
cating her displeasure at 
his wanderings could be a 
comic novel onto them- 
selves ("One excuse after 
another. You met a mon- 
ster. You met a witch. 
Cannibals broke your 
ships. A whirlpool ate 
your friends."). 

The author is a heroic 
classicist who _ brings 
true immortality to those 
previously given short 
shrift.

While I do not like the 
use of the terms “COVID 
generation,” Catherine 
Rampell of the Washing- 
ton Post has commented 
that “absent other inter- 

’ ventions, this generation 
might be held back for the 
rest of their lives by this 
year’s long interruption in 
their learning, resulting 
in lower educational attain- 
ment and reduced earn- 
ings.” 

This could be the case 
for several students. 

She adds that “research- 
ers at the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of San Fran- 
cisco recently estimated 
that pandemic-related 
learning disruptions will 
reduce the size of the eco- 
nomy over the next 70 
years.” 

I am not sure that I buy 
into this statement but 
there is no question that 
a great deal of make up is 
essential because of the 
time lost from the normal 
education face to face, 
teacher-student interac- 
tions. 

Rampell. cites the need 
for additional funding for 
education that is essential 


and says that “the Learn- 
ing Policy Institute has 
estimated that it would 
cost $36 billion to provide 
just 20 additional days of 
schooling for half of the 
country’s students.” She 
makes the point that 
“both Biden’s budget re- 
quest and the House De- 
mocrats’ reconciliation 
bill sets aside less (closer 
to $29 billion) specifically 
for learning losses.”

WAKEFIELD - Former 
New England Patriots 
head coach Bill Parcells 
was fond of saying “You 
are what your record 
Says you are,” in regards 
to his football team. What 
he meant by that state- 
ment is that it does no 
good to make an excuse 
for a loss, while at the 
same time a win is a win 
regardless of how you get 
it, because wins are hard 
to come by. 

With that attitude in 
mind, it’s easy to think 
the Big Tuna probably 
would have used those 
exact words to describe 
what the Wilmington 
High Football team has 
accomplished so far this

season. It hasn’t always 
been pretty for the 
Wildcats in the early 
going, but two games into 
the season, they are 2-0. 
Their latest came this 
past Saturday in a 9-2 tri- 
umph over Middlesex 
League Freedom Division 
rival Wakefield at 
Landrigan Field in a 
game where, for the sec- 
ond week in a row, they 
turned in a dominant 
defensive performance. 

Saturday's win marked 
the first time Wilmington 
has started the season 2-0 
since 2017. 

The Wildcats limited 
Wakefield to just four 
first downs in the game, 
two in each half, limiting 
the Warriors to 146 yards 
of total offense, with 65 of 
those yards coming on

Defensively, for the sec- 
ond week in a row, they 
did not allow the oppos- 
ing offense to score any 
points, with the Warriors 
only points coming on a 
first half safety. This 
came on the heels of a 3- 
0 season opening win 
over Burlington last 
week. 

The two points in two 
games marks the least 
amount of points the 
Wildcats have given up in 
the first two games of the 
season since 2000, when 
they began the season 
with shut out victories 
over North Andover (27- 
0) and Masco (31-0). It 
was also the first time the 
Wildcats had given up 
exactly two points in a 
game since 2006, a 36-2

too,” Turner said. “But 
we just continue to make 
critical mistakes at big 
points.”

. Stalled from that point on 


for the rest of the half, 
but it hardly mattered 
thanks to an incredible 
defensive effort by the 
Wildcats, who were con- 
stantly in the Warriors 
backfield dropping their 
running backs for a loss 
of yardage. There were 
multiple defensive stars 
for the Wildcats, but a 
few did stand out for stel- 
lar efforts. 

Senior captain Shane 
Roberts and Smolinsky 
led the way for the 
Wildcats with multiple 
tackles for losses, while 
junior Nate Rebinskas 
had a fumble recovery 
and an interception. But 
they were not alone in 
their efforts. 

“We play with a ton of 
effort on defense,” Turner 
said. “When I put on the 
film, what I like most is I 
see eleven kids run to the 
ball and we tackle. It’s 
really been impressive. 
The game plan the staff 
has been putting together 
and the way the kids are 
executing it have been 
great. 

“Our front seven is as 
good as any we have had 
since I have been here, 
between (Marcello) 
Misuraca, Smolinsky and 
Roberts at linebacker, 
and our defensive ends 
(John) Rhind and (Luke) 
Murphy have been fantas- 
tic, and our defensive 
tackles (Dylan) Clerico 
and (Jake) Chirichiello 
have been really good for 
us,” 

The Wildcats were so 
good on defense in fact, 
that even when things 
went well for the 
Warriors, the Wildcats 
still came up with a big 
play. After holding the 
Warriors to just four 
yards of total offense in 
the first quarter, 
Wakefield finally got a 
spark on just the second 


play of the second quar- 
ter, when Wakefield soph- 
omore quarterback Javin 
Willis broke free on a 
keeper and raced 65 
yards deep into 
Wilmington territory. 

Erickson, however, 
made the play of the 
game for the Wildcats’ 
defense, knocking the 
ball out of Willis’s hands 
at about the 15-yeard line. 
The ball rolled to the one- 
yard line, where 
Wilmington took over. 

Three plays _ later, 
Wakefield would score 
their only points of the 
game when Germano was 
called for intentional 
grounding while attempt- 
ing a pass out of the end 
zone, giving Wakefield a 
safety and making the 
score 6-2 with 8:24 left in 
the first half.

Wakefield tried to 
mount a comeback on the 
ensuing possession, but 
after picking up one first 
down, Rebinskas came up 
with his second big play 
of the game for the 
Wildcats, picking off a 
Willis pass at midfield. 

Wakefield tried one last 
time to mount a come- 
back, when they took 
over with 1:39 left in the 
game. But after picking 
up their second first down 
of the half, and fourth of 
the game on a 20-yard 
run by Willis on first 
down, the Wildcats 
defense did what they 
had been doing all game, 
and shut down the 
Warriors. 

With a road clash at 
Middlesex League power- 
house and 2019 Super 
Bowl champion Melrose 
set for this Saturday at 
noon time, Turner knows 
his team will have to be 
better than they were in 
this one. But he is eager 
to see what they can do 
against their talented 
opponents.

Willie Stuart, who had

“Wakefield has a middle 
distance runner named 
Bradley Diaz, who ranks 
as one of the best in the 
state in the 600,” said 
Kinney.

SCOTTSDALE, 
ARZ/TEWKSBURY - 
Throughout his stellar 
baseball career - whether 
it be from little league to 
high school to college and 
to the pros - Scott Oberg 
has always dealt with 
adversity. He's handled 
every situation - poor out- 
ings, being sent down to 
Triple-A, or medical 
issues - with the utmost 
class, dignity and respect. 
On the flip side of that, 
he's the same _ way 
whether he is the winning 
pitcher of an epic 13- 
inning playoff game, or 
when he tossed a three-hit 
shutout for the Tewksbury 
Redmen back in the day. 
On Monday morning, he 
met with a group of 
reporters through a Zoom 
session in an emotional 
33-minute long interview 
to discuss his latest chal- 
lenge, one that may have 
ended his career in Major 
League Baseball as a 
reliever with the Colorado 
Rockies - but that's yet to 

be determined. 

He doesn't know. if he 
will ever pitch again. He 
doesn't know his future 
plans, but never said he 
was retiring. 

As tough of a pill as that 
is to swallow, not knowing 
any of these answers, he 
remained first-class, 
responding to each ques- 
tion with nothing but hon- 
esty, sincerity and wear- 
ing a thousand hearts on 
his sleeve. 

“T think it's too early to 
even consider anything, 
and whatever (my future) 
looks like,” he said. “The 
main focus is day-to-day 
health, to make sure I 
stay on my medication, 
get in contact with the 
doctors and setting things 
up on the short term.” 

Last Wednesday, Oberg 
pitched in a 'B' game and 
things went well. The goal 
was to get him eight 
appearances and he would 
be with the Big Club for 
this Thursday's opener 
with the Dodgers. He was 
well on his way to that 
until something didn't feel 
right while playing catch 
on Thursday morning. 

“I felt some tightness in 
the top of my forearm. I 


noticed that my hand had 
kind of gone white and I 
started to feel numb. I 
started to get some 
cramping in my hand so I 
kept my throwing short 
that day,” he said. 

After some phone calls, 
he was met in_ the 
Emergency Room by a 
vascular surgeon, where 
he underwent an 
Angiogram test, before 
having a catheter run 
through his groin and up 
through his arteries. The 
next day, they went back 
in to clean everything out, 
making sure the clots 
were gone. 

“You just never know 
what can happen when 
you have to take a trip to 
the emergency room. I 
just tried to take it in 
stride, get the best advice 
and care that I can possi- 
bly get from these doctors 
and these vascular sur- 


geons who I have been 


fortunate enough to be 
around,” he.said. “I have 
been around some of the 
best guys in the country. 
It certainly can be very 
dangerous, especially if 
the clots break off and 
start heading towards the 
heart and the lungs. I 
have been told that the 
arteries have been away 
from those vital organs.” 

He was asked about his 
own emotional and men- 
tal state, going through 
this ordeal once again, 
after months of rehab. 

“It is a little nerve-rack- 
ing but really more nerve- 
racking for my family, 
more than myself,” he 
said. “My wife (Diana) 
was amazing this whole 
past week. She's been at 
home (in New Jersey) 
during spring training, 
getting everything set up 
for the season, getting it 
set up for Denver and tak- 
ing care of our daughter 
(Charlotte). Then this 
gets thrown on her plate 
kind of out of nowhere. 
She was a rock star the 
whole time. It was proba- 
bly worse for her than it 
was for me.” 

Oberg has grown into a 
very popular player in 
Colorado. Besides man- 
agement, coaches and 
teammates, he is adored 
by fans, because of his 
personality, as well as 
being one of the game's

top relievers for nearly a 
two-year stretch. 

In 2017, he struck out 
Paul Goldschmidt and JD 
Martinez in the wild card 
loss to the Arizona 
Diamondbacks. 

The next year, after 
being sent down to Triple- 
A for six weeks after scuf- 
fling in April, he came 
back to post an 8-1 overall 
record with a 2.45 ERA in 
56 games and was the win- 
ning pitcher in the epic 13- 
inning wild card play-in 
game against the Cubs. 
Oberg struck out all four 
batters he faced - an out- 
ing that will forever be 
linked to him. 

“I'll always remember 
that day, that night and 
that final pitch,” said 
manager Bud Black to 
Nick Groke of The 
Athletic. “He's a vital 
member of our team, and 
well-liked, So when you 
get that news, it hurts. It's 
tough on guys. It's emo- 
tional.” 

In 2019; Oberg was 6-1 
with a 2.25 ERA, appear- 
ing in 49 games. Pitching 
at the hitting friendly 
Coors Field in a season 
where home runs were 
going out left and right, 
he didn't allow a single 
round-tripper, a_ truly 
incredible statistic. In fact 


he had a 1.71 ERA at 
home and held opposing 
hitters to a .191 batting 
average. That season was 
cut short when Oberg 
underwent thoracic outlet 
surgery in September. He 
came back for Spring 
Training in 2020 ready to 
go, only to be shut down 
due to the clots and had 
another procedure done. 
Again this season, he 
worked his way back and 
was pitching well over 
these last few weeks in 
the Cactus League. 

“T felt pretty good and I 
was confident with the 
way I was throwing the 
baseball. My velocity was 
OK. I thought my break- 
ing pitches were pretty 
good and I was putting a 
little bit more attention to 
my change-up. One of my 
goals was to increase the 
percentage of how I use 
that pitch this year. I was 
getting some pretty good 
movement on it and was 
pretty happy with it. I 
even got a couple of 
swings and misses which 
I don't. normally get on 
that pitch.” 

Now he won't be able to 
work on his change-up. 
He's been put on the 60- 
day disabled list and it 
certainly appears that he 
will not pitch this season.

As for his future, he does- 
n't know that either. 

“In general, baseball is 
going to be on my mind, 
it'll always be on my mind 
and has been on my mind 
since I was a kid and I 
started playing the game. 
It'll be with me and 
always on my mind as I 
move forward. Currently 
right now my thought 
process is just overall, 
general health, making 
sure that I am there for 
my family the best that I 
can be. My focus at this 
point, is just to get with 
the doctors, asking fur- 
ther questions and doing 
whatever they are asking 
me to do and move for- 
ward here.” 

Throughout his career, 
Oberg has had many med- 
ical challenges, which 
started in college. He had 
Tommy John surgery and 
also dealt with psoriatic 
arthritis, which forced 
him to use a cane to get 
out of bed every morning 
before medication ended 
that. 

He was asked about 
being 'tough' since he's 
had to overcome'so much 
in his baseball life. 

“There's been times 
when I reflected on (the 
injury I had in college) 
and how it's paved a way 
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for me. I don't know if 
tough is the right word or 
not because I don't feel 
tough. To me, it's just the 
mental approach to the 
way I view things. The 
value system that was 
instilled upon me as a kid, 
with my brother (Jeff) by 
my parents (Boyd and 
Teresa). To me that's 
where it all started, hav- 
ing that solid foundation. 
I try not to get too upset 
about things that are out 
of my control. My college 
coach, Jim Penders, was 
kind of the same way. No 
matter what was going 
on, he was always at 72 
degrees and you want to 
emulate that because it 
seems like a trait that can 
get you through a lot of 
difficult times. Certainly 
that has been the case for 
me. 

“At the end of the day, I 
haven't had any regrets 
with any of the decisions 
that I have made in this 
game, even from going to 
UConn or wherever. I had 
other offers on the table 
at that time when I was 
an 18-year-old kid betting 
on myself essentially. I 
just took that mindset and 
attitude with me all the 
way through and even the 
times when I was strug- 
gling in my early part of 
my big league career. I 
was going back and forth 
between Albuquerque and 
Denver and it's easy to 
get wrapped up in your- 
self and think that you 
deserve more than what 
you are getting or you get 
upset because you are get- 
ting sent down again. Just 
persevering through those 
times too and those times 
people forget about. 

“It's never been easy to 
be at the top of your field 
and have it taken away 
and essentially demoted 
because of performance 
or (other reasons). 
Sometimes guys will be 
sent down and you never 
see them again and that 
happens across the board. 
I think that's been the 
story for me - constantly 
overcoming the hurdles 
on a yearly or daily basis 
or whatever it is. I'm defi- 
nitely proud of how I have 
handled those things and 
the way that I have 
thrown the ball.”

"19, the Melrose High

That 
comes with experience 
and it also comes with 
that boost of confidence 
that you need with the 
more experience you 
get.”

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
LOWELL -- It was much 
closer than it appears. 
But in any case, the 
Wilmington High School 
boys’ basketball team just 
couldn’t get over ‘the 
hump, as too many 
turnovers were the differ- 
ence in the team’s 68-54 
loss to Watertown in the 
Division 3 North sectional 
final played Saturday

The Wildcats trailed by

Wilmington 
was able to get it down to 
eight with 1:18 to go, but 
Watertown closed out the 
game hitting seven free 
throws to close out the 
game with the double 
digit victory. 

This was the fourth con- 
secutive time Watertown 
had been in the North 
final, including winning 
the Division 3 state cham- 
pionship last year. The 
Red Raiders moved on to 
the TD BankNorth 
Garden for the Eastern 
Mass game on Monday, 
but were defeated by 
Scituate. 

As for Wilmington, this 
was the team’s. third 
North Final appearance 
in the past six years, los- 
ing all three times. This 
was the team’s fifth meet- 
ing against Watertown in 
the playoffs, losing for the 
fourth time. The seven- 
time Cape Ann League 
Champion Wildcats end 
the season with a remark- 
able 20-3 overall record. 

“I knew there was one 
thing for sure and that 
was we weren’t going to 
lose by 35 points to this 
team,” said Wildcat head 
coach Jim McCune. “We 
were a little dejected at 
halftime being down by 15 
points. But I think for our 
program we gained a lot 
of respect from people 
outside the Cape Ann 
League because even 
though it wasn’t a two, 
three or four point game, 
we were competitive with 
them and they had_to play 
to beat us. Like I told the

“I thought once we got 


everybody else is their

the story today. They 
scored a lot of baskets off 
of our turnovers and 
(those turnovers) just 
really took us out of our 
offense.

victories, was named in 
his honor. 

The other half of the 
story for Donovan is the 
impact he has had on the 
lives of countless young 
men who have come 
through his program. 
Whether they were an All- 
State champion or a jun- 
ior varsity backup, so 
many student athletes 
who have come thorough 
the Shawsheen program 
have considered Donovan 
to be a father figure to 
them. That, more than 
anything, is what those 
who gathered together to 
honor Donovan last 
Thursday focused on. 

After opening comments 
by Shawsheen School 
Committee chair Pat 
Meuse, who emphasized 
that she was at the cere- 
mony representing the 
rest of the school commit- 
tee, all of whom wished 
they could be there, school 
committee vice chair Ron 
Fusco stepped to the podi- 
um. 

Fusco was instrumental 
in setting the wheels in 
motion to get the gym 
named in. Donovan’s 
honor, starting in 2019, 
when he was first named 
to the Shawsheen School 
Committee. Fusco is a 
retired Shawsheen Tech 
Biology teacher, who 
taught at the school for 30 
years. One of his sons, Joe 
Fusco, was Division 1 and 
All-State champion for the 
Rams in 2016, while his 
other son, Ron Jr. wres- 
tled at Billerica High and 
was an assistant on 
Donovan's staff for sever- 
al years. It was actually 
his son who first gave him 
the push to get the gym 
dedicated and Fusco 
agreed there could be no 
more worthy recipient of 
the honor than Donovan. 

“It has always amazed 
me to see the impact that 
one individual has had on 
a school community, staff, 
students and most impor- 
tantly the wrestling pro- 
gram,” Fusco said. “His 
influence shaped the lives 
of my sons and countless 
other sons and to this day 
both of my boys stay in 
contact with him, seeking 
his advice on all matter of 
things. Mark has been a 
parental figure to count- 
less wrestlers over the 
years in good times and in 
bad. He teaches his 
wrestlers to fight hard, 
win with grace and lose 
with dignity. He contin- 
ues to teach us these les- 
sons to this day.” 

After comments by for- 
mer Shawsheen wrestling 
champion Devonn Pratt, 
who spoke on behalf of the 
hundreds of Shawsheen 


wrestlers who wished they 
could be there, as well as 
the reading of a procla- 
mation from 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives by 
Superintendent Jackson, 
Shawsheen Athletic 
Director Al Costabile and 
football coach stepped to 
the podium. 

In addition to being the 
head wrestling coach, 
Donovan has also served 
on Costabile’s football 
staff for the past 20 years. 

“Dunnie, you have been 
the heart and soul of the 
Shawsheen coaching fra- 
ternity for 35 years. We 
have had a lot of success 
in sports my friend, and 
we have had some great 
coaches come through 
this building, but there is 
no doubt you have been 
our heart and_ soul,” 
Costabile said. “You have 
no idea how many coach- 
es have tried to emulate 
your magnanimous quali- 
ties, and no idea how 
much you have taught to 
coaches, for more than 
one generation, my 
friend. 

“You have made men out 
of so many people,” 
Costabile continued. “And 
nobody, nobody has ever 
gone above and beyond 
what you have done as far 
as that is concerned. 
Your wrestlers know that 
if they are ever in a jam, 
if they ever need anybody 
in all aspects of life, you 
will never let them down. 
And there aren’t many 
who can say that. Not 
many at all.” 

Following  Costabile’s 
remarks, Jackson intro- 
duced former Shawsheen 
Principal, Robert 
Kanellas. Kanellas 
worked at Shawsheen for 
35 years before retiring in 
2017. Kanellas, as usual, 
stole the show with his 
entertaining stories about 
Donovan throughout his 
career, keeping the gath- 
ered audience laughing 
throughout his time at the 
podium. But he turned 
serious near the end of his 
comments, when he 
talked about Donovan’s 
motto of “Family, School 
and Wrestling” 

“This is what he 
coached,” Kanellas said in 
reference to the motto. 
“During practice, during 
the day, in the hallways, 
everywhere. This is the 
Mark we know. This is 
the Mark we honor here 
today. I saw first hand 
this man’s ability to shape 
and reshape young lives, 
which is why we gather 
here today. It has much 
less to do with the 500 
wins and all of that Hall of 
Fame stuff. It’s more 


about Mark the mentor, 
Mark the aligner of prior- 
ities. Family, school, 
wrestling. A more deserv- 
ing guy doesn’t walk this 
Earth as coach ~ many 
more seasons ahead.” 

Prior to Donovan him- 
self speaking, his sons 
Matt and Sean stepped up 
to unveil the plaque in 
front of the gym officially 
naming the gym in his 
honor. Following the 
reading of the dedication 
by Superintendent 
Jackson, Matt and Sean 
unveiled the plaque to 
tremendous applause. 

At that point, it was 
finally time for the guest 
of honor to _ speak. 
Donovan, as is his cus- 
tom, kept his comments 
short when talking about 
himself, but he did take 
time to thank those 
responsible for not just 
this honor, but for his 
entire career. He specifi- 
cally wanted to acknowl- 
edge the contributions of 
his long time assistant 
coach Doug Pratt, who 
has helped Donovan guide 
the Shawsheen program 
to so much success over 
the years. 

“J want to thank my 
assistant coach and friend 
Doug Pratt,” Donovan 
said. “Doug could have 
been a head coach at any 
school, but chose - to 
remain by my side for the 
past 28 years and man oh 
man, did we make some 
great memories.” 

He saved his final com- 
ments for his family and 
the support they have pro- 
vided over the years. 

“Finally, and most 
importantly, I want to 
acknowledge my family. 
My four brothers, Bobby, 
Michael, Al and David. 
Thank you, guys,” 
Donovan said. “My wife 
Patti and my sons Sean 
and Matthew. I am hon- 
ored to be here tonight. I 
never could have imag- 
ined that this gym could 
be dedicated in my 
name.” 

Donovan went on to com- 
ment on his latest and 
greatest fight, as he is 
currently battling stage-4 
bile duct cancer.

On March 16, eight people 
including six women of Asian 
decent were shot and killed in 
three separate shooting inci- 
dents in Atlanta, Georgia, all 
by the same shooter. He has 
since been arrested and 
charged with eight counts of 
murder. The eight victims 
were Soon Chung Park, 74; 
Hyun Jung Grant, 51; Suncha 
Kim, 69; Yong Ae Yue, 63; De- 
laina Ashley Yaun, 33; Xiaojie 
Tan, 49; Daoyou Feng, 44; and 
Paul Andre Michels, 54. 

In the aftermath, local 
communities such as Winches- 


ter and Woburn held vigils in. try. 


honor of what many believe 
was a hate crime committed 
against the AAPI (Asian 
American Pacific Islander) 
community. Atlanta police, 
however, have yet to charge 
the suspect with a hate crime; 
instead, a police spokesperson 
said it remains “under investi- 
gation.” 

Unfortunately, for so many 


in the AAPI community, they 
don’t need an investigation to 
determine what happened or 
what motivated the shooter. In 
the past year, according to the 
New York Times, Asian-Amer- 
icans were targeted in 3,800 
hate incidents. 

For Tram Nguyen, a state 
representative from Andover 
who represents Tewksbury, 
and a member of the AAPI 
community, enough is enough. 
In a statement, she said: “The 
senseless killing of eight peo- 
ple, including six Asian 
women, in Atlanta is heart- 
breaking and has no place in 
our community or in our coun-

in anti-AAPI sentiment coin-

responsible for the virus. 

Rep. Nguyen, speaking to 
that fact, said, “Anti-Asian 
rhetoric and scapegoating re- 
lated to COVID-19 have perpet- 
uated stigma against AAPI 
communities and has led to a 
150 percent precipitous rise in 
anti-Asian hate crimes in 
cities across the country in 
2020, even in Boston.” 

As the representative 
noted, the increase in anti- 
AAPI rhetoric hits close to 
home, as a community like 
Winchester boasts a (compar- 
atively) large Asian popula- 
tion, many of whom serve on 
boards and committees, both 
elected and volunteer. 

“We need to find ways to be 
a part of the solution,” said 
Winchester Town Manager 
Lisa Wong, herself a member 
of the AAPI community about 
the role the town can play in 
driving down the violence and 
hatred. 

First, though, she noted 
“we must acknowledge it’s 
happening.”

The Woburn event was co- 
ordinated by the local group 
Social Capital Inc. (SCI) and 
attended by elected officials, 
leaders in the AAPI commu- 
nity as well. as ‘SCI Ameri- 
Corps member Sophie 
Ichizawa. 

The Select Board in Win- 
chester recently released a 
statement that reads in part,

continuing to treat the fight 
against white supremacy as 
separate battles, by isolating 
the AAPI community as expe- 
riencing different impacts, 
outside the discrimination 
faced by others, we allow the 
system to continue to divide 
us. We really have one com- 
mon enemy - the racism that 
is embedded in our culture and 
society. By being in solidarity 
with each other, against all 
forms of racism, we are as- 
serting our shared humanity 
and creating a space for heal- 
ing.” 

Rep. Nguyen knows it, too, 
that anti-Asian hate has ex- 
isted in this country for as long 
as Asians have. 

“Anti-Asian discrimination 
and violence are not new and 
affect entire communities. I 
came to the U.S. at the age of 
five with my family as political 
refugees from communist 
Vietnam and know of the dis- 
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crimination, misogyny, and 
xenophobia that many immi- 
grants and non-immigrants of 
Asian descent have been expe- 
riencing for hundreds of years 
and continue to experience 
today, especially amongst the 
elderly and women.” 

How do you defeat racism 
that harms any community, be 
it Asian-American, African- 
American, Native American 
or other? 

“Make it easier to report 
hate crimes in general,” Wong 
suggested, noting that there is 
a lot of “mistrust” in the 
process and that many inci- 
dents go unreported. 

That makes sense, espe- 
cially when you consider the 
officer reporting on the shoot- 
ings in Atlanta to the media re- 
portedly had anti-Asian posts 
on his Facebook page. He also

"Godzilla vs. Kong" be- 
gins, fittingly, with the big 
guy asleep. 

There is King Kong, 
colossus of the big screen, 
slowing waking on a moun- 
tainside.

"Godzilla vs. Kong," the only 
creature feature to dare 
wide release in some time, is 
a rock 'em-sock 'em mon- 
ster-movie revival with all 
the requisite explosions, 
inane plot twists and sky- 
scraper smashing to satisfy 
most lovers of gigantic am- 
phibians. Vive le cinéma! 

"Godzilla vs. Kong," di- 
rected by Adam Wingard, 
follows in the very big but 
quickly forgotten footsteps of 
the 2014 reboot "Godzilla," 
2017's Vietnam-set, "Apoca- 
lypse Now"-tinged sequel 
"Kong: Skull Island" and 
2019's "Godzilla: King of 
Monsters." But, of course, 
the lineage is much longer 
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Once more unto the breach in ‘Godzilla vs. Kong’ 


than that. Godzilla and Kong 
first squared off in 1962's 
"King Kong .vs Godzilla" 
(Kong got first billing back 
then), the Toho Studios film 
that mashed together mon- 
sters both East and West. 
(Before the Japanese studio 
got involved, the original tem- 
plate had Kong meeting 
Frankenstein. ) 

This time, the ultra-heavy- 
weight prize fight between the 
Coke and Pepsi of the Mon- 
sterVerse doesn't break any 
new ground. That might be 
its salvation. Wingard 
("You're Next," "The Guest") 
gives us some solid support- 
ing characters (Brian Tyree 
Henry as a podcasting con- 
spiracy theorist on the right 
track is the best of the hu- 
mans) and some slick sound 
design. But mostly "Godzilla 
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vs. Kong" supplies appropri- 
ately silly sci-fi escapades 
and a few good rounds of 
monster mayhem, including, 
in their first meeting, a ballet 
of battleships on the open 
ocean. 

One difference this go , 
around: You can see the film 
immediately on either a 
Godzilla-sized screen or a 
salamander-sized one. 
"Godzilla vs. Kong," is play- 
ing in theaters and streaming 
simultaneously on HBO Max.

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claimed the shooter “was just having a bad 
day,” making little to no mention of the fact he 
killed six Asian women and targeted three 
Asian massage parlors. 

Hard to report something when there’s a 
chance the person receiving the report doesn’t 
care or is actively a part of the problem. 

Rep. Nguyen had a similar idea: “We need 
to confront and disrupt racism by standing up 
and speaking out. We need to address hate 
crimes head on and hold perpetrators directly 
accountable. The bill that I filed with Attorney 
General Maura Healey and State Senator 
Adam Hinds, ‘An Act to reform the hate crime 
statutes, clarifies the definition of hate crimes, 
structures penalties to fit the severity of the 
crime rather than adding penalties, and offers 
clear guidelines for more consistent enforce- 
ment at the state level.” 

She continued: “If we don’t hold perpetra- 
tors accountable for the damages and harm in- 


flicted by their words and actions, we leave en- 
tire communities living in fear with no re- 
course. We cannot be silent bystanders and let 
hate crimes continue to terrorize entire com- 
munities, whose members fear that they, too, 
could be targeted for no other reason than their 
membership in a protected class.” 

Unfortunately, as is usually the case when- 
ever someone commits a racist act, groups of 
people rise up to declare that racism doesn’t 
exist in this country. But listen to the people 
who’ve experienced it firsthand. 

“The fear of racism and xenophobia will im- 
pact people I know including myself (and it al- 
ready has), the Winchester town manager 
admitted. “I’ve had friends targeted and wit- 
nessed things at public meetings.” 

She added how hearing the media and allies 
“acknowledge the problem makes us feel less 
alone and afraid.” 

However, Wong also noted not everyone 
feels seen and heard. She said some within 
Winchester’s Asian community reached out to

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her following the Atlanta shootings, but some 
didn’t. Therefore, she hoped the vigil would 
help spread the message of unity and love so 
that everyone could feel seen and heard. 

It’s not a cure all though, as many within 
the AAPI community still worry, and probably 
with good reason. Imaging hearing someone 
on television, with an audience of three or four 
million people, basically suggest that hate 
crimes aren’t hate crimes and the AAPI com- 
munity has more to fear from Black people 
than White Supremacy. That’s the kind of mes- 
saging you get from conservative TV. 

As Wei Han, President of the Chinese 
American Network of Winchester, noted, “We 
are troubled and worried with the increasing 
discrimination and violence against (members 
of the) AAPI (community) since last year.” 

He gave a short speech during the recent 
vigil dedicated to the lives of the victims of the 
shootings in Atlanta. Han said he was “touched 
when I saw so many non-Asian Winchester res- 
idents come to the vigil and stand with us to- 
gether.” 

As part of the speech, Han said the Chinese 
American Network was “outraged and sad- 
dened” by the loss of life. 

“Across the country,” he continued, “Asian 
Americans are hurting and Asian Americans 
are angry. We have been perpetual foreigners 
in this country. Slurs such as ‘go back to your 
country’ (are) probably uniquely an Asian 
American experience. AAPI have been system- 
atically targeted during periods of tension or 
crisis. A pattern that’s being repeated today.” 

There’s no doubt 2020 was a difficult year 
for everyone, but maybe no one group felt the 
pain like Asian-Americans who suffered 
tremendous loss thanks to the coronavirus and 
then suffered more when they were blamed for 
starting it and bringing it to America. Now, at 
a time when the country must come together, 
the continued presence of the virus prevents 
needed gatherings. 

“Community conversations have continued 
during the pandemic, Wong said, “but using the 
phone and Zoom just aren’t an adequate (sub- 


stitute) for coming together. Communication 
has not been what it needs to be.” 

She noted how the tragedy in Atlanta forced 
people to come together in new ways. 

“I can feel the strength, solidarity and 
hope,” the Winchester town manager added, 
pointing out the amount of work, support and 
conversations still needed. 

She’s not alone in that thinking. America is 
a diverse nation of races, eolors, religions, gen- 
ders, and sexual orientations. Unfortunately, it 
appears not everyone appreciates that. It’s 
easy to attack someone not seen as worthy of 
existing in this country. Therefore, before any- 
one can rebuild, everyone must stop tearing 
down. 

As the Select Board note in their statement: 
“We must start by calling out anti-Asian lan- 
guage, including any references to COVID-19 
that encourage blaming and shaming Asians. 
We must commit to learning and practicing 
allyship.” 

During his speech, Han put it even more 
bluntly: “Let’s stop discrimination, stop vio- 
lence, stop racism, stop hate. Let’s build a di- 
verse and inclusive community that cherishes 
and values the dignity of every community 
member.” 

He referenced the Asian floating paper 
lanterns residents brought to the vigil and 
noted how they usually symbolize the guiding 
of souls, for those who have left the physical 
world and now exist spiritually. Nowadays, he 
said, they represent light and love. 

“As we light these lanterns and candles as 
night falls, I’m reminded of what MLK once 
said: ‘Darkness cannot drive out darkness; 
only light can do that. Hate cannot drive out 
hate; only love can do that.” 

If anyone reading this has experienced bias 
motivated threats or hate, Rep. Nguyen sug- 
gests they. call the Attorney General’s Hate 
Crime Hotline at 1-800-994-3228 or fill out at civil 
rights complaint: She adds that potential hate 
crimes - including bias-motivated assault, bat- 
tery and property damage - should also be re- 
ported to the local police immediately.

Football playoffs have to

While this spring’s high 
school football season will not 
have any playoffs, come this 
fall, teams can look forward 
to the new state-wide playoffs.

Bright idea: 


plant some bulbs to enjoy i

The Easter season is a 
welcomed time of year for 
most New Englanders. Af- 
ter the harsh and gloomy 
weather of a long New Eng- 
land winter, hope springs 
eternal with every colorful 
Easter bulb plant. 

The magic of Tulips, Hya- 
cinth, and Lilies that we 
enjoy in the house on Eas- 
ter Sunday can easily be 
transplanted to outdoors 
for years of enjoyment. 

Thanks to Mother Na- 
ture's clever packaging, 
bulb plants are one of the 
easiest types of plants to 
add to your garden, and 
require relatively low main- 
tenance. 

For those who are unfa- 
miliar with the actual bulb 
of a bulb plant, it is shaped 
somewhat like an onion or 
small turnip, and conve- 
niently houses the root 
system of some of our fa- 
vorite spring and summer 
plants. 

Bulb plants can generally 
be separated into two cate- 
gories, spring bulbs and 
summer bulbs. 

Spring bulbs, also known 
as hardy bulbs, are typical- 
ly planted in the fall, and 
are “hardy” enough to with- 
stand a cold winter under- 
ground until they bloom in 
early to late spring. 

Examples of typical 
spring bulb plants are some 
of our favorite Easter 
plants like Tulips, Daffodils, 
Iris, Hyacinth and Crocus. 

Fall plantings between 
September and October 
are recommended for 
spring bulbs because they 
need several weeks of cold 
temperatures to break 
their dormancy and bloom 
to their full potential. 

Ideally, bulbs should be 
planted as soon as possible 
after you purchase them, 


but you can take measures 
to keep your newly ac- 
quired Easter plant bulbs 
safe until the proper plant- 
ing season in the fall. 

To save the bulbs from 
potted Easter plants, wait 
until the foliage has faded 
to brown and remove bulb 
from the soil. Store dry 
and hand brush cleaned 
bulbs in a paper or net bag 
in a refrigerator drawer 
until planting season. Be 
sure to keep bulbs sepa- 
rate from fresh fruit, as 
bulbs give off ethylene gas 
that will rot fresh produce 
quickly. Do not store bulbs 
in-a plastic bag, as the 
bulbs will not be able to 
breathe properly and will 
result in minimal or no 
growth. 

Summer bulbs, also 
known as tender bulbs, are 
typically planted in the 
spring and bloom during 
the summer and early fall. 

Gladiolus, Dahlias, and 
Lilies are all examples of 
common .summer bulb 
plants. Summer bulb plants 
can not tolerate cold tem- 
peratures, and should only 
be planted when there is no 
longer a risk of a killing 
frost. 

Like spring bulbs, sum- 
mer bulbs can be stored 
until the proper planting 
season. However, they can 
not be stored in the refrig- 
erator. 

To store summer bulbs, 
keep them ina cool (not 
cold), dry place like a base- 
ment or attached garage 
where the temperature will 
stay between 50 and 60 de- 
grees. Like the spring bulb, 
summer bulbs should also 
be stored in paper or net 
bags, not plastic. 

Despite the name “Eas- 
ter Lily,” they are not a 
spring bulb. Easter Lily 
plants are actually a sum- 
mer bulb and should be 
treated with the guidelines 
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A Crocus are one of the 
earliest blooming spring 
bulb plants. 


you would use for any 
other tender bulb. 

Bulb plants are very ver- 
satile, and are suitable for 
formal gardens, meadow 
gardens, scattered in the 
lawn, or strategically 
placed throughout exist- 
ing flower beds. 

When placing bulbs in 
your yard keep in mind that 
bulb plants will require sun- 
light even after the blooms 
and foliage have gone by. 
Bulbs will store the energy 
from the sun's rays that will 
be needed for next year's 
blooming cycle, so even 
though it may be in a sunny 
area in April, that same 
area could be in full shade 
by June when the trees 
have sprouted all of their: 
leaves. 

Also, many bulbs will nat- 
urally multiply in an area 
over time, so make sure 
there is ample room for 
your bulbs to spread when 
deciding where to plant. 

When planning where you 
would like color in your 
garden, take into account 
each variety's bloom time. 
Plant in combinations of 
early, mid, and late season 
blooming to extend the 
color in your yard. 

‘Bulbs like Tulips, Daffo- 
dils, and Iris make a strong- 
er show when planted in 
groups rather than spread- 
ing individual bulbs apart. 

The proper way to plant 
bulbs is in a hole 2 to 3 
times as deep as the height 
of the bulb. If planted too 
deep, the bulb may bloom 
late or not at all. If planted 
too shallow, young, tender 
growth may get exposure 
to soon and risk damage or 
death from the elements. 

Once you have the proper 
hole size, place the pointed 
end of the bulb up towards 
the sun, and the rooted 
side down towards the 
ground. If you are not sure 
which side is which, then 
place the bulb on it’s side, 


Lilies are a popular 
summer bulb plant, but 
most varieties are consid- 
ered tender bulbs, and 
cannot survive the harsh 
New England winters.

and it will naturally find 
its way to the surface. 

Cover with soil and wa- 
ter well. 

Be warned that many 
woodland critters love to 
snack on underground 
bulbs. You can protect your 
bulbs by placing wire mesh 
over the beds, or spray beds 
with a “critter repellent” 
type of spray. There are 
many non toxic varieties 
available at garden centers 
and hardware stores that 
will keep unwanted animals 
away, but will not harm 
them. You should spray im- 
mediately after planting, 
then spray again in the 
very early spring, just after 
snow melt. 

If your critter problem 
persists, consider planting 
in a protective bulb basket. 
These can be purchased 
online or at any garden 
center, and are placed 
underground with the bulb 
to protect it from animals. 

Hardy bulbs can stay in 
the ground year round, but 
summer bulbs must be dug 
up and stored if you want 
to enjoy them again next 
year. 

To safely dig up summer 
bulbs, in the fall remove any 
fading foliage or blooms. 
Carefully loosen the soil 
around the bulbs and re- 
move. Shake off any extra 
soil and spread out on dry 
newspaper in a shady, pro- 
tected place. Allow bulbs to 
dry out for several days, 
making sure they are out of 
reach of children and ani- 
mals. 

Sore in a paper bag or 
cardboard box with holes. 
Keep in a dry basement or 
area with temperatures 
between 50-60 degrees. 
Check monthly for signs of 
mold or rot. 

The term “Bulb Plant” 
can also apply to plants 
without a true bulb. Tu- 
berous root plants, such as 
the indoor and outdoor fa- 
vorite, Tuberous Begonias, 
and Corm plants, such as 
the summer/fall favorite, 
Liatris, fall under the um- 
brella of the bulb plant clas- 
sification, thus all growing 
and care instructions for 
tender bulbs can apply to 
these plant forms. 

This year, after your Kas- 
ter bulb plants have gone 
by, don’t discard them. 
With very little effort, bulbs 
can easily be stored and 
planted in the fall, and the 
minimal effort you make 
will pay off next year with 
an uplifting burst of color. 

Enjoy the beauty of your 
Easter bulb plants as they 
brighten your garden, and 
your spirit, for years to come.

If you happen to be up 
along Route 128 near the 
North Shore Mall, the 
Peabody Bikeway is a 
small, flat, converted trol- 
ley line which has been 
converted to a multi-use 
path.

The trail, once 
across the road, follows 
the Ipswich River. The ci-

Tiered Focus Monitoring 
Review of Wilmington 
Public Schools 


WILMINGTON — Dur- 
ing the week of May 3, 
2021, the Department of 
Elementary and Secon- 
dary Education’s Office 
of Public School Moni- 
toring (PSM) will conduct 
a Tiered Focused Moni- 
toring Review of Wilming- 
ton Public Schools. 

The Office of Public 
School Monitoring visits 
each district and charter 
school every three years 
to monitor compliance 
with federal and state 
special education and ci- 
vil rights regulations. 
Areas of review related 
to special education in- 
clude student assess- 
ments, determination of 
eligibility, the Individual- 
ized Education Program 
(JEP) Team process, and 
IEP development and im- 
plementation. 

Areas of review related 
to civil rights include bul- 
lying, student discipline, 
physical restraint, and 
equal access to school 
programs for all students. 

In addition to the on- 
site visit, parent outreach 
is an important part of 
the review process. The 
review chairperson from 
the Office of Public School 
Monitoring will send all 
parents of students with 
disabilities an online sur- 
vey that focuses on key 
areas of their child’s spe- 
cial education program. 

Survey results will con- 


tribute to the develop- 
ment of a report. During 
the onsite review, the Of- 
fice of Public School Mo- 
nitoring will interview 
the chairperson(s) of the 
district’s Special Educa- 
tion Parent Advisory Coun- 
cil (SEPAC). 

Other onsite activities 
may include interviews of 
district staff and admin- 
istrators, reviews of stu- 
dent records, and onsite 
observations. 

Parents and other indi- 
viduals may call Michael 
McDonald, Public School 
Monitoring Co-Chairper- 
son, at (781) 338-3746 to re- 
quest a telephone inter- 
view. If an individual re- 
quires an accommoda- - 
tion, such as translation, 
to participate in an inter- 
view, the Department 
will make the necessary 
arrangements. 

Within approximately 
60 business days after the 
onsite visit, the review 
chairperson will provide 
the district with a report 
with information about 
areas in which the dis- 
trict meets or exceeds 
regulatory requirements 
and areas in which the 
district requires assis- 
tance to correct or im- 
prove practices.

Governor signs climate 
legislation into law 


BOSTON — Governor 
Charlie Baker signed into 
law landmark climate 
legislation, known as the 
Next Generation Climate 
Roadmap. The Massachu- 
setts House and Senate 
had previously passed this 
nation-leading legislation 
on March 18. 

The new law overhauls 
the state’s climate laws, 
reduces greenhouse gas 
emissions, advances the 
clean energy industry, im- 
proves gas pipeline safe- 
ty, and prioritizes and 
protects environmental 
justice communities. 

“Passing this legislation 
is one of the most impor- 
tant things we can do for 
our community and our 
future. It sets achievable 
standards that will reduce 
greenhouse gasses, while 
building a clean energy 
industry that will sustain 
the Commonwealth’s eco- 
logy and economy,” said 
State Representative Tram 
T. Nguyen (D-Andover). 
“I want to thank House 
Speaker Mariano and Sen- 
ate President Spilka for 
their leadership in pass- 
ing this bill early this ses- 
sion, and Senator Barrett 
and Representatives Gol- 
den, Roy, and Meschino 
for their hard work in 
compiling this break- 
through legislation.” 

The passage of the cli- 
mate bill comes after a 
joint commitment from 
Senate President Karen E. 


Spilka and House Speaker 
Ronald Mariano to quickly 
refile the legislation fol- 
lowing a gubernatorial 
veto last session. Earlier 
this session Governor Ba- 
ker offered amendments 
to the bill, which were-con- 
sidered by the Legislature. 
The House and Senate re- 
jected efforts to slow the 
rate of progress toward 
net-zero emissions by 2050, 
while accepting several 
more technical amend- 
ments that improve the bill. 

The final legislation: 

e Sets a statewide net- 
zero limit on greenhouse 
gas emissions by 2050 and 
mandates emissions lim- 
its every five years, as 
well as sub limits for 
transportation, buildings, 
and other sectors of the 
economy. 

° Codifies environmental 
justice provisions into Mas- 
sachusetts law, defining 
environmental justice pop- 
ulations and providing new 
tools and protections for 
affected neighborhoods. 

¢ Prioritizes equitable 
access to the state’s solar 
programs by low-income 
communities. 

° Encourages offshore 
wind, as well as use of so- 
lar power in commercial 
and residential buildings, 
and in environmental jus- 
tice communities, and 
provides for a pilot geot- 
hermal energy program. 

¢ Sets benchmarks for 
the adoption of clean en- 


ergy technologies includ- 
ing electric vehicles, char- 
ging stations, solar tech- 
nology, energy storage, 
heat pumps and anaero- 
bic digestors. 

e Establishes $12 mil- 
lion in annual funding for 
the Massachusetts Clean 
Energy Center to create a 
pathway to the clean en- 
ergy industry for environ- 
mental justice popula- 
tions, minority-owned and 
women-owned businesses, 
and fossil fuel workers. 

¢ Creates a_ first-time 
greenhouse gas emissions 
standard for municipal 
lighting plants that re- 
quires them to purchase 50 
percent non-emitting elec- 
tricity by 2030, 75 percent 
by 2040 and “net zero” by 
2050. 

e Adopts several meas- 
ures aimed at improving 
gas pipeline safety, inclu- - 
ding increased fines for 
safety violations, provi- 
sions related to training 
and certifying utility con- 
tractors, and setting in- 
terim targets for compa- 
nies to reduce leak rates. 

“The emphasis on pipe- 
line safety is especially im- 
portant in my community, 
which suffered great losses, 
including loss of life, with 
the Columbia Gas pipeline 
explosion,” added Rep. Ngu- 
yen. “This bill ensures that 
gas companies take safety 
seriously, and it helps move 
us toward clean, safe, re- 
newable energy.” 


Baker Administration urged to prioritize 
vaccine supply to regional collaboratives 


BOSTON — In a letter to 
Health and Human Ser- 
vices Secretary MaryLou 
Sudders, 54 state legisla- 
tors urged the Baker Ad- 
ministration to prioritize 
the distribution of COVID- 
19 vaccine to Regional 
Collaboratives. These Re- 
gional Collaboratives have 
been established across 
the Commonwealth and 
provide unique vaccine 
access for many Massa- 
chusetts residents. 

They have the capacity 
to administer 3,750 vac- 
cines a week, and the state 
should utilize these infra- 
structures that are al- 
ready in place. 

The letter, signed by 
State Representative Tram 
T. Nguyen (D-Andover), fol- 
lows the governor’s an- 
nouncement that the state 
expected increases in vac- 
cine supply in the coming 
weeks. 

“Local vaccination clin- 
ics work,” said Rep. Ngu- 


yen. “They are much more 
accessible to seniors and 
people with disabilities, 
as well as low-income fa- 
milies with no transpor- 
tation. They have also 
been incredibly effective 
in vaccinating local tea- 
chers, so that schools can 
return to full-time learn- 
ing safely. It benefits all 
of our communities to in- 
crease vaccine supply to 
the regional collabora- 
tives.” 

In the letter, legislators 
wrote: “Regional Collabo- 
ratives are powered by 
local public health offi- 
cials who have earned 
the trust of our communi- 
ties. They have prepared 
to scale their work to 
reach their maximum 
capacity. Our constituents 
have expressed interest 
and, in most cases, a pre- 
ference for these local, 
familiar sites.”

suggested the three 
groups would carefully 
consider how to collect 
the data and feedback to 
form the answers that 
they’re looking for. Jay 
Samaha said that he’s 
excited to see the out- 
comes of this review and 
see the middle school 
turn around. 

The next item of the 
report was the Youth 
Risk Behavior Survey, or 
YRBS, being conducted 
as planned. Brand said 
that his intention is to 
share the results of the 
survey once the data is 
compiled and sent to the 
district. Jenn Bryson 
mentioned the deadline 
to opt out of the survey 
was that same day when 
M. J. Byrnes wondered if 
there were a lot who 
opted out. 

Brand went on to share 
a joint memo from Town 
Manager Jeff Hull and 
himself on the direction 
provided as part of the 
Massachusetts School 
Building Authority appli- 
cation process. The 
memo said that they 
communicated their in- 
terest in consolidating 
schools, which was also a 
suggestion of the Facil- 
ities Master Plan. 

The options they told 
the MSBA that the town 
isn’t interested in were 
one large pre-k-5 school 
for the entire communi- 
ty, one large pre-k-3 
school for the entire 
community, just a pre-k 
school, and one pre-k-4 


school. He said that the 
MSBA will be making 
decisions on the week of 
April 14. Should the town 
be invited in, he added 
that there will be plenty 
of opportunity for com- 
munity feedback. 

His last item was to an- 
nounce that Tristen Dix- 
ey is leaving her position 
as Executive Assistant 
to the Superintendent. 
Brand said her replace- 
ment would be starting 
April 1 and be able to 
cross-train with Dixey 
before she leaves. M. J. 
Byrnes told Dixey that 
she’s sad to see her go. 

After the report, the 
committee got to the sec- 
ond reading of the fiscal 
year 2022 school calen- 
dar. The main update 
Brand mentioned was 
that the number of early 
release professional de- 
velopment days was re- 
duced, per their- request. 
Even with the number 
reduced, Samaha said 
he’d have preferred even 
fewer of these days. 

Byrnes asked if there 
were any discussions hap- 
pening about recovering 
educational learning loss- 
es. Brand answered that 
it was under the commit- 
tee’s purview to add days 
onto the calendar, but 
there wasn’t any discus- 
sion about using extra 
school days for learning 
loss. He also said that, 
generally speaking, it’s 
not a good idea to pursue 
student retention. 

Bryson reassured the 
committee that this sort 
of work is being done 


throughout the year in 
regular assessments. As- 
sistant Superintendent 
Christine Elliott chimed 
in to say that pre-assess- 
ments will be taken at the 
beginning of each unit to 
target learning losses. 

Ragsdale. shared con- 
cern for the first week of 
school being only a day - 
and a half and suggested 
that the first day of 
school for students be a 
full day that Wednesday. 
Brand explained that 
this week was shortened 
because they had moved - 
the usual November pro- 
fessional development 
day to the beginning of 
school, having two pro- 
fessional development 
days to start the year. 

Other possibilities he 
brought up were starting 
school after Labor Day, 
on Sept. 7, instead of the 
week before, or moving 
the half day to that 
week. There was support 
for having a full day on 
the Wednesday before 
Labor Day. 

Fennelly asked if the 
start of school was mov- 
ed back would according- 
ly push back the first day 
for pre-k and kinder- 
garten, who were already 
set to start on the 7th. 
Brand answered that the 
start for pre-k and kin- 
dergarten wouldn’t need 
to change. 

The committee did not 
take a vote to accept the 
calendar as it was but 
asked for further revi- 
sions. Their next meeting 
will be on ‘Wednesday, 
April 7 at 7 p.m.

work outside of what the 
PACs do. David Ragsdale 
also wanted to make sure 
that this group didn’t step 
on the toes of other al- 
ready existing groups. 

That said, Ragsdale said 
there was certainly a place 
in Wilmington for this type 
of group. Jay Samaha sup- 
ported the working group 
figuring out where they 
should fall and how they’ll 
work alongside with the 
PACs. 

Jenn Bryson shared that 
she sees an opportunity 
for parents to talk with ad- 
ministration, teachers, and 
the superintendent. 

“T think the public com- 
ment alone over the last 
year has told us that par- 
ents and guardians want 
us to hear them,” she said. 

She agreed that it seem- 
ed apt to capitalize on this 
time of increased interest 
from parents who are ex- 
cited to get involved. 

While agreeing that com- 
munication could be bet- 
ter, Byrnes continued to 
say that she couldn’t see 
the proposed group fitting 
as a subcommittee of the 
School Committee and 
would prefer something 
more “outside of the box.” 

“We can’t host a subcom- 
mittee beyond our pur- 
view,” she said. 

Jo Newhouse reminded 
everyone of a previous dis- 
trict advisory committee 
that fell under the super- 
intendent, made up of par- 


ents from every school, 
teachers from every grade 
level, and community mem- 
bers. Bryson suggested 
reviving the Family Com- 
munity Engagement Sub- 
committee as a starting 
point for collaboration 
with the working group. 

Superintendent Dr. Glenn 
Brand commented that 
he’d look forward to en- 
gaging with this group in 
whatever form it takes 
shape. 

“J don’t think it’s any- 
thing but something to be 
gained,” he said. 

He added that he’s open 
to building more opportu- 
nity for parent engage- 
ment. 

Bryson named the mem- 
bers on the Family Com- 
munity Engagement Sub- 
committee as herself, Sa- 
maha, and Newhouse. She 
also said she’d be hesitant 
to assign another thing 
onto the superintendent’s 
plate when Jesse Fennelly 
said that that would be his 
preference. 

“T think the subcommit- 
tee is going to do some of 
[the work to determine 
the scope and role of the 
parent-advisory group],” 
said Samaha. 

As the board discussed 
what restrictions would be 
placed upon the working 
group if they began under 
the aforementioned sub- 
committee, Fennelly won- 
dered if the working group 
should start determining 
where they want to fall 
without being subject to 


the subcommittee and 
open meeting laws. 

Byrnes asked the parents 
what they would prefer. 
The presenters also seem- 
ed hesitant to be subject 
immediately to the sub- 
committee. They agreed in 
the end that the working 
group would start their 
work and report to the 
Family Community En- 
gagement Subcommittee, 
who could in turn report 
back to the School Com- 
mittee. 

In correspondence, Byrnes 
read a related email from 
a member of the Shaw- 
sheen Parent Advisory 
Council. The email stated 
that the PAC had received 
information on the propos- 
al to the School Commit- 
tee only the night before, 
which didn’t leave them 
enough time to respond in 
the public comment sec- 
tion of the meeting. 

“PACs are independent, 
elected by parents, and 
don’t need a committee of 
unelected individuals over- 
seeing them,” it read. 

The PAC asked the com- 
mittee via email not to 
take any action on the pro- 
posal until all of the PACs 
had received the parent 
advisory group’s proposal 
and had an opportunity to 
respond, which was in the 
end what the committee 
did.

its rapid PCR COVID tes- 
ting service. 

“Patients can have their 
results in one hour, which 
can really give them peace 
of mind or information for 
immediate action,” said 
Arena.

wellness survey and pro- 
fessional development 
related to childhood trau- 
ma, anxiety, depression, 
and suicide prevention. 

Focusing on _ students 
and families, the depart- 
ment used schoolwide 
community meetings to 
teach coping skills, the 
YRBS survey which would 
be going out to students 
soon, and the Caregiver 
Virtual Series they’d done 
earlier this year.

Panorama Education to 
measure SEL skills and 
confidences. 

School Committee mem- 
ber Jay Samaha men- 
tioned that the district 
where he teaches uses 
Panorama Education, and 
wanted to know if this 
would be funded by a 
grant. Brand said that it 
would. 

“One of the silver linings 
of this pandemic is that 
we’re learning what the 
needs are,” Samaha 
added. 

M. J. Byrnes asked if 
parents would be involved 
in Panorama data, and 
Alice Brown-LeGrand 
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esigns" showing off their many creative

answered that they would 
be part of that and the IST 
process for students. 
Byrnes also wondered if 
there was any data about 
student engagement. 

Brown-LeGrand shared 
that this does concern 
clinical staff, as they’re 
supporting families when 
they reach out about kids 
not logging on or coming 
to school. 

Brand ended by saying 
that they’d hope to add 
the extra clinical staff as 
soon as possible and start 
gathering Panorama data 
before the end of the year. 
He wanted to make sure 
community members 
would also be aware of 
these resources available 
to them. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Christine Elliot then pre- 
sented the results and 
implications of the return 
to full in-person survey for 
families. Overall, there 
were small numbers of 
families requesting for 
their students to switch 
from hybrid to remote, or 
remote to fully in-person, 
at most grade levels. 

Brand added that a lot of 
furniture was _ being 
moved to accommodate 
more students at three 
feet social distancing. He 
reminded everyone that 
even with restrictions 
changing, the definition of 
close contact remains six 
feet, so a possible COVID- 
19 exposure at school will 
have more impact. 

Some other changes 
being made would relate 
to medication drop-offs, 
transportation increasing, 
food services requiring 
more staff, and students 
eating lunch in alternative 
rooms. He said prom, 
graduation, and MCAS are 
still planned for this 
spring. 


Samaha asked if vacci- 
nations would affect 
whether someone would 
be a close contact. Brand 
said he would follow up 
with the Board of Health 
and the Nursing Director 
but that he understood 
that a vaccinated person 
wouldn’t have to quaran- 
tine after COVID-19 expo- 
sure. David Ragsdale sec- 
onded that understanding, 
except if the vaccinated 
person showed symptoms 
of COVID-19. 

Ragsdale also reiterated 
the importance of families 
staying vigilant with safe- 
ty precautions and proto- 
cols. 

“It’s so important that 
we are still really good 
about distancing, hygiene, 
and not coming to school 
if you’re sick,” he said. 

Jenn Bryson mentioned 
that parents were con- 
cerned about whether 
quarantining students 
could still participate in 
school, either synchro- 
nously or asynchronously. 
Brand said that it was 
DESE’s expectation that 
access to education be 
provided for those in quar- 
antine or isolation. 

Elliot shared that there 
weren’t any situations she 
knew of where students 
moving from hybrid to 
fully in-person would be 
changing teachers. Those 
switching from remote, 
except at the high school 
level, would still get new 
teachers. 

Another added layer to 
this planning she refer- 
enced has. been people 
moving to Wilmington and 
entering the district. 
However, she said that the 
administration is working 
to make sure all students 
will fit in the classrooms 
that they have.
